Ike Gets Bid 
To Aid Truman 
Budget Plans 


WASHINGTON 
UP) — President 
Truman today asked President-elect 
fiaenhower to send representatives 
to the Defense and State depart­ 
ments and Budget Bureau “at the 
earliest possible moment.” 
In a telegram to Eisenhower, the 
President also confirmed Nor. 17 as 
the date for a White House meeting 
with his Republican successor to 
arrange an orderly transfer of ex­ 
ecutive authority. 
The White House disclosed Tru­ 
man sent a personal message yes­ 
terday to Eisenhower who is resting 
at Augusta, Ga.

Hamilton Airmen Held 
After Officer Shot 


SAN FRANCISCO (jflP)—Police with blazing guns early today 
trapped two men identified as Hamilton Air Force Base enlisted 
personnel on the roof of a Potrero district church several hours 
after a police officer had been shot and wounded seriously. 


Police said they admitted a $130 holdup at Novato last 
Sunday evening. 


The gunfire awakened residents in the residential neighbor­ 
hood of Grace Lutheran church at+-

Wright says. The multi-million dol­ 
lar dairy industry needs great quan­ 
tities of water to provide feed for 
Some 50,000 dairy animals. Approxi­ 
mately 150,000 tons of hay are im­ 
ported into Marin oounty annually,

aggregating almost $10,000,000 par 
year as a constant expense to dairy 
Iterators.

He believes that the 
county's blindne» to its recrea­ 
tional needs can well grow worm 
until it may one day become one of 
the major dtiadvantages of living in 
Marin which he considers a recrea- 
t tonally-starved area. The develop­ 
ment of boating, fishing and aquatic 
sports in tha man-made lake would 
solve this problem. 
Marin county contains some of 
the world's best homesites, Wright 
believes, but lacks water to develop 
them. 
The plan to dam up tha waters 
of the Sacramento river within the 
barrier is not a new or novel one 
engineering-wise and many of tha 
construction and engineering pro­ 
blems have been solved already by 
engineers of the Zuyder Zee project 
in Holland which reclaimed one of 
the most productive agricultural 
areas on earth by a far larger and 
more complex barrier than tha one 
proposed here.*

called frill courses. 
PUBLICITY ’HURT 
Referring to the hearings, Mrs. 
R if sell Scott of Salinas, chairman 
of the education committee of the 
state Parent Teachers association, 
said at a conference panel “We 
have been hurt in our parent edu­ 
cation program by the faulty pub­ 
licity given the Senate Interim 
Committee hearings ” 
And Mrs. Foster R. Smith of Palo 
Alto, regional vice president of the 
American Association of University 
Women, said local school boards 
should decide adult education cur­ 
ricula. 
Rolff Everett, business manager 
of the Vallejo schools, told another 
panel, “Nuisance tuition fees re­ 
quired of adult education students 


should be eliminated ” He asserted 
they contradict the concept of free 
public education. 
In Sacramento yesterday, State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion Roy E. Simpson called adult 
education one of the nation’s obli­ 
gations. 
“A country that ceases to provide 
continuing educatign for its people 
from early childhood through adult 
life is on the road to decay,” he said 
and he added: 
“Education never ceases ” 
INTEGRAL IN SYSTEM 
He noted that adult education Is 
an integral part of the state’s total 
educational program. 
Dr. Simpson continued: 
“I have seen the constructive in­ 
fluence of these classes for adults in 
better citizenship, improved occu­ 
pational life, re-education for new 
jobs, relief from the tensions of old 
age, preparation for parenthood, im­ 
proved responsibility for providing 
social, cultural and spiritual en­ 
vironment for today and tomorrow, 
just to name a few of the great 
opportunities adult education af­ 
fords.“ 
He said California has placed very 
few restrictions on what am be 
taught in adult education because 
it “must be feared to the known and 
understood needs and interests of 
the community.” 
“That precludes a fixed curricu­ 
lum pattern,“ he said.

The laborious vote-counting system followed 
by Maria and most other California counties 
needs an overhaul.

Those of ui who participated in or observed 
the counting of ballots last Tuesday night and 
Wednesday morning agree almost unanimously 
that a change in the laborious, old system is 
overdue. 
Because of the “long” ballot and'the ex­ 
tremely heavy turn-out of voters, jom e Marin 
precincts weren't able to complete the counting 
task until II aurn. the following day-16 hours 
to count the ballots. 
* 
f 
County Clerk George Jones, of course, is the 
man whose foot is pinched first by this shoe. He 
has said that when the county clerks of the state 
meet again in convention he will endeavor to 
seek their support tor a plan to speed up the 
count. 


"Unless something is done, I don’t know 
where we will find people willing to serve on 
election boards,“ he has said, recalling that 
some voung mothers who served on election 
boards last Tuesday weren’t home in time 
Wednesday morning to get their children off 
to school. 


He proposes to have one set of election offi­ 
cials conduct the voting from 7 a. m. till 7 p .m* 
Then ha would have a second set—tabulators, 


he would call them-come on duty at 7 p. m to 
begin the count 
•'This way, we could get some young« people 
who work all day and aren’t available for regu­ 
lar election board service; but they wouldn't 
mind coming down for a few hours ih the eve­ 
ning to count votes,“Jones explains. 
Starting “fresh” they should be able to get 
a much more rapid count than people who al­ 
ready have put in a 12-hour day at the polls. It 
might be possible, too, tefget people who work 
as accountants or bank*tellers and who are ex­ 
perienced in matters of tabulation, enabling 
them to do the vote-counting job even quicker. 
From other sources have come proposals that 
a second vote-counting crew should be employed 
to begin the count even before the polls are 
dosed. Aim! that state funds should be made 
available to counties to enable the employment 
of additional people to speed up the counting. 
Another suggestion, of course, is that voting 
machines be installed. 


We wouldn’t hazard a guess about the rela­ 
tive merits of these various suggestions, but we 
know’ “something should be done.“ 


And we are sure that the 1,000-plus election 
board members who served last Tuesday in 
Marin county will give their active support to 
any sound plan for overhauling the present, 
outgrown system.

Richmond-S.R. Span

The wheels of progress are difficult to put 
into motion and ev en when public convenience 
and necessity point out current needs for im­ 
provements we frequently are held up by quar­ 
rel* over what should be done and when. We 
never had a better example of this than in the 
present squabble over bridging San Francisco 
Bay and in financing structures to ease traffic 
congestion over Carqvinez Straits. 


Two bridges to span San Francisco Bay are 
greatly in demand now. One would connect 
San Francisco and Oakland, the other Rich­ 
mond and Marin County, yet progress is held 
in abeyance while contending factions stall and 
counter. The second San Frantisco-Oakland 
Bridge could be gotten under way with little 
delay if the two major cities would reconcile 
their differences and insist on immediate de- 
velopments. But in step of harmony, a usele» 
debate is conducted to determine the best site 
and type of structure. The same is mm of the 
Richmond-Marin bridge. This bridge has been

approved and the funds are available, but pro­ 
ponents of a dirt fill program involving locks 
and other delaying characteristics have threat­ 
ened injunction proceedings to stay construe-^ 
tion. 


A somewhat comparable situation centers 
around a structure* to handle the Carquinez 
Straits congestion. Time is of the essence in this 
respect and public necessity shouts for relief 
but we are getting nowhere fast. Surveys and 
studies that should have been made yean ago 
•apparently are not available, and, of course 
there is always the problem of finance. Califor­ 
nia is rich enough and forward-looking enough 
to finance its requirements if our efforts are 
directed in the righ^ channels. 


California needs so many improvements it 
ill becomes us to waste time and effort quarrel­ 
ing over what course to pursue. The need for a 
third Bay crossing linking San Francisco and 
Oakland cannot long be deferred. The Rich­ 
mond and Carquinez bridges cry for action. 


Our whole building program, including educa­ 
tional facilities clamors for correction, as do 
highways and state institutions. We W£>uld make 
tester and surer progress by calling off the dis­ 
cussions and getting into the fray on the side 
of getting things done as soon as possible.

However, «this is not likely to 
happen, although the Community 
Services District Act sponsored at 
the 1051 session by Assemblyman 
Thomas S. Caldecott of Berkeley, 
has gone a long way toward clear­ 
ing the atmosphere. 
Already, 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Frank M. Jordan ¿ s four full- 
fledged, operating community serv­ 
ices districts filed in his office. 


THIS IS NOT A LARGE num­ 
ber considering the cities in Cali­ 
fornia with fringe areas built up 
during and since World War II, 
but there are agpiy other com­ 
munities outside of incorporated 
city limits which have the districts 
under consideration. 
Those in operation at the present 
time (officials of which say serve 
the purpose for which they were 
Intended, namely, taking care of 
certain services which normally 
would be furnished only by an 
«incorporated 
city) 
include 
the 
Humboldt 
Community 
Services 
District in Humboldt county ; Lon­ 
don and Lovell, both in Tulare 
county, and South Willows, in 
Glenn county. 
Petitions have been qjrculated 
for a district smith of Sacramento, 
where there is a large settled area, 
and also east of Sacramento, where 
a suburban area Is encountering 
water problems. There are others 
throughout the state as well. 


THE BIG COMPLAINT of cities 
surrounded by fringe area popula­ 
tions in California is the allega­ 
tion that the county is furnishing 
city services to the fringe area and 


that city taxpayers are paying 
taxes to furnish these services, 
which normally are given to a city 
only. 
They contend that the fringe area 
residents, by reason of the fact 
they do not pay city taxes, are 
getting a “free ride** on the city 
taxpayers money. 
A legislative committee investi­ 
gation of five California counties, 
Napa, Sacramento, Kern, Alameda 
and Los Angeles, has developed the 
fact that the so-called “free ride" 
is more or less an imaginative Is­ 
sue promulgated by the California 
League of Municipalities, which 
naturally is anxious to include all 
the area possible within incorpor­ 
ated city limits in order to boost 
its own income. The League, a big 
lobbying organization, needs the 
additional revenue to plead the 
cause of the cities before the legis­ 
lature. 


THE COMMUNITY SERVICES 
District obviates the necessity for 
controversy between cities and 
counties insofar as the tax issue 
is concerned, for the act gives the 
district authority to cater to Use 
needs of its residents in the fields 
of water, fire protection, police 
protection, recreation, garbage dis­ 
posal, sewage systems and certain 
other categories. It has nothing to 
do with street work or school*. 
It is definitely not an incorpora­ 
tion, in view of the fact that its 
functions are limited. 
Consequently, the more commu­ 
nity services * districts that . are 
formed under the Caldecott act, 
the less controversy over taxes. 
For the district has the authority, 
with approval of the board of 
supervisors, to tax its residents for 
the services it provides. 
Actually, what is happening Is 
a slow but certain move toward 
centralization and combination of 
city and coanty governments.

Many Americans' Trip Abroad 


BOMB (JV-lf there is anything 
an American cannot stand, it is 
to be disliked . 
And the feeling he is disliked 
now abroad ruins the visit of many 
a tourist to Europe. 
“You know, they really don’t 
like us over here,** one tourist tells 
another, and adds virtuously: 
“After all we did for than, too— 
I just can’t understand it * 
It is this attitude, of course, this 
air of bragging Jook-at-all-we-did- 
for-you, that is sure to win con­ 
temptuous dislike wherever and 
whenever it is displayed. The or­ 
dinary European doesn’t like to be 
regarded as an object of charity; 
he does not regard Unde Sam’s 
roving nephews as philanthropists, 
ami in any case he is unwilling *to 
drop dead of gratitude for any­ 
body, 


THE BEST WAY to win friends 
and influence people in Europe is 
to avoid taking personal credit for* 


the Marshall Plan, and, if the sub­ 
ject even is mentioned, look sur­ 
prised and say, “The Marshall 
Plan? What is it?” 
This will ««tear you forever to 
all Europeans within hearing. Most 
of them are weary of explaining 
why, despite all the good old Amer­ 
ican dollars poured so generously 
into their country, it still looks 
slightly shabbier than the Gar­ 
den of Eden. 
In Italy, as elsewhere in Europe, 
the Marshall Plan comes in for a 
lot of ribbing. As we passed a 
huge apartment project on the out­ 
skirts of Rome, our Italian guide 
explained it was being built with 
Marshall Plan funds and added: 
“No one with hiccups Is allowed 
to move in—for fear he will jar 
the walls down.” 


ACTUALLY, THE average Amer­ 
ican tourist's feeling he is disliked 
abroad is generally exaggerated, 
except hi Communist areas. There

he is not only disliked; he is ac­ 
tively hated. 


The tourist passes unnoticed in 
the shopping centers or promenade 
avenues of big Italian cities. But 
let him stroll down a tide street 
populated by Communist support­ 
ers and he cannot mistake the 
meaning of the black looks in the 
faces turned his way. To them 
he is no mere tourist on a vaca­ 
tion—he personifies Wall Street, 
rampant capitalism, the Third 
World War, and all the other ene­ 
my sybols of their propaganda lit­ 
erature. 


YOU CAN FEEL this visible 
hatred, and it malms you uneasy 
and de pressed, because what can 
you do about it? Nothing. It gives 
you a kind of brief hopeless loneli­ 
ness, to be hated in^this unreason­ 
ing way, and it takes some of the 
luster from your vacation. 


But with this disturbing excep­ 
tion, Prances and I have en­ 
countered no widespread or gen­ 
eral animosity against Americans. 
The friendliness with which you 
are greeted in Europe is measured 
in exact ratio to your behavior, 
as it should be. Knowing only a 
single Italian word — “Gratia,” 
which means “thank you** — we 
traveled happily throughout Italy 
and met nothing but helpful kind­ 
ness all the way. 


YOU CAN HAVE a good time in 
any land if you take the trouble 
to team that one warm word or 
phrase in its language which al­ 
lows you to tell a man in his own 
tongue you appreciate the courte­ 
sies he extends you, a stranger. 
Here “gratie” is “open sesame*’ In­ 
deed. 


A longtime resident here said: 
“The Americans most disliked 
fa«Btedy are those who are ban» 
here, go to the Unit«! States, 
make «»ugh to retire on, awl 
then come back to their native 
village. They are inclined to show 
off their wealth and brag about 
bow much better everything is in 
America, and naturally this an­ 
noys the other villagers They wish 
such Americans would never ro­ 
tors here.*

It’s where, in Nairobi, Kenya, 
her husband, the Duke of Edin­ 
burgh, played polo. 
But jungle drums still beat al­ 
most within earshot of the elegant 
polo field. 
And the veneer of civilization is 
thin indeed. 
The colony and protectorate of 
Kenya are under a state of emer­ 
gency. 
British troops have been flown 
in to combat a secret African ter­ 
rorist society called “Mau Mau.” 
Its members are of the Kikuyu 
tribe and they have sworn death 
to all white men. They already 
have killed more than 40 persons 
in their campaign of terror. 
Some of the trouble in Kenya 
springs from, the same wave of un­ 
rest and nationalism which has 


swept all of Africa from Morocco 
and Tunisia in the north to the 
Union of South ‘Africa in the 
south' 
Kenya also has a population 
problem in its 29.000 Europeans as 
against more than 5,000.000 Afri­ 
cans and sqpie 37,000 Indians. 
However, as opposed to the 
frank “white supremacy" policies 
practised by the Union of South 
Africa government, the British 
have attempted in Kenya to de­ 
velop the colony and protectorate 
to the Negro’s advantage. 
But the Mau Mau campaign is 
straight from the jungle. And, 
ironically, at least part of it is 
due to attempts to improve t o 
natives’ lot. 


MEDICINE AND PREVENTIVE 
hygiene have so improved health 
conditions that the Kikuyu tribe 
has increased from around 50,000 
at the turn of the century to close 
to a million today. 
Laws which forced the Kikuyu 
to halt their nomadic existence 
and to settle down on their own 
parcels of land also have back­ 
fired. Fanning methods are bad 
and the .practice of handing down 
land from father to son has re­ 
sulted in the parcels becoming in­ 
creasingly small and often separ­ 
ated by great distances. 
Furthermore, these were men 
whose sole aim in life was to be 
warriors and to whom the pace of 
civilization is not pleasiftg. 
They prefer their wars, their 
tribal dances and their feasts to 
the soberer way of life. Critics of 
the white man’s rules say he has 
taken from the natives any way 
to let off steam.

TODAY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 
Rubber Industry Plans 
To Sell More Tires In '53 
By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (Æ>—The rubber in­ 
dustry expects to sell more tires 
next year—whether times are good 
or bad, and no matter what the 
new President and Congress do. 


Industry leaders base this pre­ 
diction on the fact that in 1350 
and 1351 t o auto industry sold 
a record number of new cars. And 
just about next year you’ll have 
to start replacing the original tires 
on tom . 
Times ought to be good through 
most of next year anyway, with 
nothing but minor setbacks to be 
expected, according to James J. 
Newman, vice president of B. F. 
Goodrich Co. 


“EVEN DURING SLUMPS, the 
tire replacement volume holds 
pretty steady," says E, J. Thomas, 
president of Goodyear Tire & Rub­ 
ber Co. “People do without other 
things, before they stop driving 
their cars. So tire replacements 
depend largely upon the number 
of cars built in previous years." 


People bought up a lot of tire« 
they didn’t need in 1350 when the 
Korean War scared tom , so re­ 
placements fell to 34 million In 
1951, Thomas says. This year t o 
replacement total should be 45 
million. And next year 49 million 
tires will be replaced, an increase 
of 8.8 per cent, Thomas believes. 


NEWMAN EXTENDS THIS even 
further arid predicts that by 1960 
replacements will top 60 million 
tires a year. That means that thia 
year the industry is using 1,250,- 
000 tons of rubber, but by 1960 win 
use 1,600,000 tons. 
Both natural and synthetic rub­ 
ber should be in ample supply. 
Thomas also is betting t o t the 
auto industry will turn out well 
over five million new cars next 
year. To outfit these aqd supply 
spares, he figures the tire industry 
will turn out another 28 million 
casings. He thinks exports should 
run around 600,000 tires for a total 
production of 77350,000 next year, 
a gain of 10 per cent over this 
year.

Rafael” Clark said. The only time 
a caretaker would be needed is on 
weekends when out-of-town people 
come to dispose of refuse, he said. 
On a suggestion that the area be 
locked, Clark pointed out that the 
dump is locked and the key held 
at the city hall. But the key can 
be borrowed and duplicates made. 
Hundreds of duplicate keys already 
exist, he said. 
Councilman Gray, noting that 
the closing of the dump would not 
clean up the unsightliness or solve 
the problem, suggested that out- 
of-towners be charged a fee for 
dumping.

If you’ve noticed an unusually 
large number of ill» recently, you'll 
probably find an unsanitary con­ 
dition in the vicinity, County Health 
Officer Clarice H. Haylett reported 
this week. 
“The sanitarians of the county 
health department have found the 
most common sources of flies are 
open and dirty garbage cans, im­ 
properly cared for horse stabl» and 
lots, lawn clippings and other de­ 
composing vegetable matter and 
some dump grounds" Dr. Haylett 
pointed out. 
She added that the fly problem is 
especially acute during the months 
of October and November. 
As a control measure the health 
officer recommended: 1 — Scrub 
garbage cans after each emptying.

3—Rinse all food cans thoroughly 
before discarding. 4 — Keep your 
home well screened and keep food 
well covered, 5 — Kill adult flies 
with standard insecticides, or other 
approved devices, following salt pro­ 
cedures outlined on the labels.

Setback Defined 


At Larkspur Meet 


Magnolia avenue in Larkspur is 
officially GO-foot wide, and buildings 
that go up on the east side of Mag­ 
nolia opposite Murray Park must be 
set back 15 feet based on the assum­ 
ption of a 60-foot road. 
This point was clarified this week 
at the Larkspur council meeting 
when the council accepted a plan­ 
ning commission recommendation to 
approve a 15-foot setback for a 
Masonic building which will go up 
on the east side of Magnolia near 
Murray Park. 
The council made it clear that the 
15-foot setback would be “based on 
the assumption of a 60-foot road." 
John Oglesby, pity engineer, pointed 
out that an early surveyor for the 
county had mapped Magnolia as a 
50-foot road, but that state maps 
show a width of 60 feet. By actual 
measure, the road is about 50 feet. 
In other actions this week, the 
council: 
1. Decided that the no-parking 
signs on Ms drone avenue would re­ 
main where it is. Earlier, some dis­ 
cussion had developed on whether 
the signs should be changed to the 
other side of the street, 
2. Agreed to investigate the cost 
of putting hand railings on the 
front steps of the city hall.

ported from boxing. I think it is 
fair to say that most confirmed 
fight fans would like to prevent 
these accidents, as well as any 
permanent injury to fighters. They 
will be glad to hear that medical 
science is making discoveries that 
should help protect fighters from 
becoming "punch drunk." 
Most people will admit that the 
professional fighter is not as w 
protected as players in sports 
football and ice hockey. Yet such 
advances as the Queensberry rules 
and the neutral comer show that 
safety measures need not lessen 
the competitive values of boxing. 
INJURIES OF TWO TYPflfc 
We generally recognise two types 
of injuries from boxing. The first 
is the occasional case of severe 
hemorrhage or skull fracture resum­ 
ing from a fight 
These cases are 
rare, f* 
;-*• 
The main concern of the phy­ 
sician who tends a fighter is the 
chronic brain damage that may re­ 
sult from continuous fighting. This 
is the type of damage leading to the 
dased, “punch drunk" tighter. 
PERMANENT DAMAGE 
It is believed that this is due to 
many repeated concussions, as well 
as cuts of the brain. Repeated 
knockouts can cause permanent 
mental damage. 
The electro - encephalograph, m 


fighters’ brains and protect them 
against this danger. This machine 
makes recordings of brain waves 
which reveal whether any damage 
has occurred to a fighter’s brain, 
and also the amount of such dam­ 
age. It can also be used to warn 
when there is danger of serious 
.damage. 
DEFINITE CHANGES RECORDED 
Twenty-four professional boxers 
were recently studied with the 
well JE-l.G. In nine then; were definite 
likr^ changes in ‘the electro encephalo­ 
gram. There is some indication that 
those men who had been knocked 
out showed more severe EJE.G 
changes than those who had not. 
In the state where this study 
was made, any fighter whose EJS.G. 
showed two much damage was ex­ 
cluded from fighting to prevent any 
permanent brain injury. Periodic 
EJE.G. examinations of fighters, if 
made compulsory, could help prok 
vide ajieftnite protection to these 
athletes.
